GERMANY: the Federal Govt'!s UHF cantt open because the courts decided 
all TV is to be operated by the states, not the Federal Govt. So 
30 stations are confined to tests until their ownership and comm— 
ercial status is determined, 

UNITED NATIONS: Mr, Sarnoff of RCA proposes that‘the UN be supplied wi 
with complete TV studio and transmission eqpt, and a channel in the 
new worldwide system of TV satellites, In 5 years the satellites 
will be a reality, and most countries will have TV, In 10 years, @" 
all countries will have TV and there will be 200 million receivers, 
The truth would be seen everywhere, and Communism would be on the 
decline unless they can develop an effective jammer for TV as they 
have done with radio, But the biggest problem will probably be the 
lack of a TV system common to all countries » Unless they employ a 
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continued: very narrow transmission beam at thé satellite and beam it 
only to one particular area at a time, I sure hope they can work it o 
out in 5 years, 

USSR: Some of you may recall a few years ago when the Russians announe 
ced the plans for a TV tower which would be the tallest inthe w- 
world, Before they even started building , we had the KWIV, KFVS, 
and WGAN towers , so there was silence in Moscow, Now they have a 
1706 footer under construction with a restaurant at the 1082! lev-~ 
el, and due for completion in 1962, So what American station will 
be next to beat the Russians? : 

VIRGIN ISLANDS: WBNB will have a 1600 footer with 24kw, and although 
my records don't agree on this, it will apparently be in Christ- 
fansted on ch, &, And thats the end of the news,
